House is debating the extension 
of selective service. The original 
selective service act was passed 
in 1940, and has now been in 
effect almost six years. I well 
remember the first extension of 
selective service which occurred 
some three months before Pearl 
Harbor. The debate was long and 
bitter, and the act was extended 
at that time by only one vote.
